Gains  in  practically  ev-ry  phase 
*f  W  M.U  work  for  1953  over  1952 
marked  the  reports  made  to  the 
State  W.M.U  Convention. 

Membership  new  stands  at  28,702 
women  and  31,506  young  people,  a 
new  all-time  high.  There  are  now 
1038  local  W.M.U.  organisations  in 
the  state,  a  gain  of  82  oyer  the 
previous  year’s  report. 

The  three  Weeks  of  Prayer  offer- 
fogs  in  1953  all  went  over  their 
respective  goals,  as  follows:  State 
Missions,  847,648  03;-  Home  Mis¬ 
sions.  $64,521  53.  and  Foreign  Mis- 
•tons,  $150,212  30. 

The  W.M.U.  Special  Day  offer¬ 
ing  totaled  $16,160.17  going  over 
Ms  goal  of  $15,000. 

White  Cross  supplies  give*  in 
1953  included  quantities  of  sheets, 
pillow  cases,  bed  pads,  towels, 
bath  cloths,  blankets,  bed  spreads, 
enh  pads  and  tray  cloths,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  $4,000  in  fash  sent  to  the 
Baptist  Hospital  in  Colombia,  South 
America.

Our  Status  To  Date 

For  the  first  five  months  of  this 
Convention  year,  up  through 
March  31,  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  receipts  were  $530,680.37, 
.  a  gain  of  $74,391.53  or  16,30% 
over  the  same  period  last  year. 

Our  objective  of  $1,500,000  for 
this  year  however  calls  for  a 
25%  increase.  A  special  effort 
will  be  necessary  in  April  to 
advance  our  percentage  rate 
of  increase  from  16.30  nearer 
to  the  25%  mark.
